Washington— The Federal Govern- 
ment lost an lni|M>rtaiit income tax suit 
w'to 11 the i ■ . i States Court of i 
Claims held thai every' estate, the net , 
amount of which exceeds $T.<>,0taj and 
which has heen or hereafter is com- 
nelled to pay the Federal estate tax, is 
entitled to deduct the amount so paid 
fnim its Income tax return.

Ask the Price 



We Americans do not realire how rich and prosperous most 
of us are One of the strange things which visitors from other 
countries notice in that an American will go Into a ntorp and de- 
cide upon a number of purchases without once aaking the price 
until after the goods have been wrapped up! This Is not the 
way to do good marketing. An Fngllsh, French, or German 
housewife goes out with a basket on her arm and passes from 
one store to another inquiring prices When nhe han been down 
the length of the street, she turns back again and stops at the 
place* where she fotind prices lowest to buy the things she needs. 
And if she ftndn some thinpn too expennive. nhe decides to go 
without* 

Now. we need this kind of marketing In America The whole- 
sale prices of cloth, foodstuffs and other commodities have de- 
clined (not as mui-h a« they might to. but a great deal), but re 
tail dealers are still asking pretty nearly the old priren. And 
nome stores and dealers have reduced prices a great deal more 
than others On the same street In a Kentucky town we know 
of, the price of prunes varies from ten to forty cents a pound; 
and the price of cloth of the same quality from ten to twenty- 
five cents a yard' 

T,et us give up the childish desire to appear like millionaires, 
to whom prices make no difference If we spend seventy -five 
centa more than we need to for a garment, or a banket of food- 
ntuff. that money i« wasted We could save it for the starving 
children in China, or we could spend It for some book or house- 
hold utensil which would be a convenience and a joy to us for 
The beginning of thrift if to ask the price. 



Intolerance and Public Welfare 

Intolerance for many generations has been one of the meanest 
words in the language It has been the subject of essays, novels, 
nns. I'pon that one word skeptics have laid 
charges against the organized church. Poa- 
1s one of the greatest sins of human kind 
Webster says intolerance is. "Refusal to allow to others the en- 
joyment of their opinions, chonen modes of worship, and the like; 
illiberallty and bigotry " 

As we advance in learning and power, we tend to become more 
aelf-eentered and authoritative Everybody who believes different 
from us is wrong, dead wrong It Is this principle that brought 
Into existence the great multitude of religious bodies and built 
between many of them barriers that are almost insurmountable. 

It is this same principle that has broken political union* and 
torn down governments It han filled our courts with divorce 
rases In fact. It Is a war of mind against mind. You art un 
an opinion that la your own and the more completely it Is your 
own, the harder you will fight to maintain it. Your friend sets 
up an opposing opinion and his self respect demands that he 
protect that opinion at the hazard of broken friendships, and so 
the war begins.

Soy Reans for Hay 

Soy-bean bay makes a very nutri- 
tious feed and is relished by all klndi 
of stock. The chief value of the hay 
lies in its high content of digestible 
protein. Feeding experiments Indi- 
cate that soy-bean hay ia fully equal 
to alfalfa hay. The use of thi. hay, 
which can be grown on the farm, 
ahould reduce the quantity of feed 
which It la necessary to purchase. 

Soy beans may be cut for hay at 
any time from the setting of the aead 
until the leavea begin to turn yellow. 
The crop la beat fitted for hay when 
the poda are wall formed Soy-bean 
hay ia cured much mora readily than 
cowpea hay. The yields af hay range 
from 1 to 8 tons to the acre, and oc- 
casionally 4 tona to the acre are cut.

St. Franci* i* counted great, not 
i for the order of friars which he un- 
intentionally founded, but for the 
pure beauty of hi* inward *otil. So 
un*elfl«h wa* he that he could not tej 
happy and rich and gay, while 
were poor and suffering. So 
was he to our I/>rd that he felt near- 
ness of the divine in every manifes- 
tation of nature The loathsome 
leper ami the little singing bird were 
alike God's creatures to St. Francis.
